London, Sept. 8.— Tho explanations of 
Justin McCarthy and John Dillon in rogard 
to their circular iesueil in the name of the 
Irish Parliamentary party appealing for 
fundi-, leaves tho Hoalyites as greatly dis- 
satisfied as over. Tho executivo committee 
of the Irish National league of Great Britain 
assume the responsibility for the issuance of 
tho oiroular, but flatly deny that thoy for- 
warded a copy of tho letter to Mr. Glad- 
Btono or to any membor of the. ministry. 
Taking this denial for what it is worth, it is 
inexplicable in the face of tho now well 
known faot that 12,000 copies of the oircu- 
lar were distributed. It was obviously a 
General appeal to the English Liberals to 
contribute to 

THE IRISH PARLIAMENTARY FUND 

and MeBsrB. McCarthy, Dillon and O'Connor 
must have been cognizant of it. The event 
assumes the proportions cf a matter of first 
importance as assisting Tim Healy to seize 
control of the next meeting of the Irish 
party, when tho matter of electing an exec- 
utive officer to succeed McCarthy, will be 
acted npon. Mr. McCarthy is certain to 
retire from the presidency at the expiration 
of his term and Healy has it in his power 
to name his successor if not to assume the 
office himself. Mr. Sexton maintains a dis- 
creet silence in rogard to the now turn of 
affairs and the belief is becoming general 
that his reticency is due to the fact that be 
has discovered that he compromised himself 
by his assertion in tho course of debate in 
the House of Commons that neithor to the 
government nor to any wealthy English 
partizan of Irish Home Rule has any mem- 
ber of tho Irish party been indebted for a 
nny, nor will any of thorn ever bo. This 
declaration ia the theme of sarcastic com- 
ment on the part of 

THE UNIONISTS, AND MR. SEXTON 

is no doubt ashamed of his positive utter- 
ance in view of subsequent developments. 
Michael Davitt strikes a different attitude. 
He warmly defends the acceptance of the 
contributions of Mr. Gladstone and Lord 
Tweedmouth, and frankly says ho wishes 
that more Liberals would follow their ex- 
ample. Mr. Davitt refutes the charge of 
want of independence regarding the money. 
No possible publication of the Irish party, 
he declares, is aasooiated with the accept- 
ance of this money any more thin there ia in 
the receipt and application of funds from 
any other source. He acouBeB Mr. Healy of 
being a malignant enemy to the unity of the 
party, and says that he would mako a model 
Parnellite of tho later Bohool. Mr. Healy's 
suggestion that the contribution of Mr. 
Gladstone and Lord Tweedmouth ought to 
be returned to those gentlemen is ridiculed 
by Mr. Davitt, who insinuates that Healy, 
for his own advantage, would not hesitate 
to accept any man's money. The present 
outlook is that the npshotof the whole affair 
will bo the triumph of Healy, temporarily 
though it may bo. The 'Healyite members 
already number thirty in the House of Com- 
mons, and as they arj likely to obtain ac- 
cessions through the Gladstone-Twcedmouth 
affair thpy throaten to control the Irish 
party. Mr. Healy ia making arrangements 
to start in Dublin a daily newspaper devoted 
to his interests. In the meantime the I'ar- 
nellite members are complacently relying 
upon tho disruption of their opponent faction 
as a means of Btrongthoning thoir own posi- 
tion in the coining eleotions. 

POLITICS IN HAWAII. 



Elections the Latter Part of October 
—Natives Continue to 
Register. 



Royalist ConiniiHsioners to Washing- 
ton Say They Have Assurances 
From the President, 



(United Press Report per S. S Warrimoo.) 

Honolulu, Sept 1.— The ProBidont and 
cabinet have appointed tho election of tho 
legislature to take place on October 29. 

Registration ia in active progress. In 
some districts tho natives have registered 
in conaidorable numbers. In a majority of 
the districts not more than 10 per oenti. of 
tho native votora havo como forward. They 
aro waiting to know whether the Queen is 
to bo restored. Two months remain for 
registering, Tho government will UBe all 
possible means to inako tho natives under- 
stand that tho Queen can have no hope for 
help from Washington. 

Notwithstanding President Clovoland'a 
recognition of tho Republic of Hawaii, dis- 
reputable native papers continue to assure 
tho people that the Queen will certainly ho 
restored. 

The Royalist commissioners arrived baok 
from Washington tho ,')0th. Thoy aro vory 
roticont, but permit tho idea to go forth 
that they havo valuable private assurances 
in the Queon'u favor. It is believed that 
thoy will aoon mako known tho fact that 
their miaaion haa proved that no hopo of her 
restoration remains. 

H.B M.S. Hyacinth remains in port, tho 
only warship here.

COUNT DE PARIS. 

Death of This Famous and Persistent Claim- 
ant to tlio French Throne. 

London, Sept. 8. — Tho Count do Paris 
diod shortly boforo 8 o'olook this morning, 
Ho had boon ailing for a long timo 
and his death had boon hourly expected, 
On Auguat o, 1873, tho Comto do Paris had 
tho colcbratod intorviow uti Frohldorl with 
tho Comto do Chambord, whom ho acknowl- 
edged as tho head of tho royal Iioubo of 
France. Aftor tho death of tho Comto do 
Chambord, August 24, 1883, tho groat 
majority of the Legitimists acknowledged 
the Comto do Paris as his BUoeoBBor,

Pears, an inmate of the Toronto Insane 
Asylum, committed suioide yesterday morn- 
ing by hanging himself with a rope connect- 
ed with the window weights.

She Does the Distance From Sydney 
in Exactly Three 
Weeks 



Chief Sheppard Captures a Passenger 
Wanted in Australia for 
Embezzlement. 



The Canadian-Australian liner Warrimoo 
reached Victoria last night, after a voyage 
of exactly three weeks from Sydney, N. S. 
W. The record of tho trip, kindly fur- 
nished by Mr. . Munroe, tho purser, shows 
nothing eventful occurred during tho pas- 
sage across. The Warrimoo left Sydney 
August 18, reaching Suva, Fiji, on the 24th, 
and Honolulu Soptembor 1. She Bailed from 
Honolulu on tho afternoon cf the 
same day and at 9:30 o'olock last 
night tied up at the outer 
wharf. Flno weather with freBh N.E. 
winds was experioncod throughout. Tho 
pasBonger lisb was rather light. In the cabin 
were Mrs. Lo Poor Trenoh, Mias Cox, Miaa 
Ingram, Mr. Thompson, Mr. Lo Maistre, 
Mr. and Mra. Parsons and child, W. Scott, 
Mr. Benson, Mr. Eberhard, Mr. Dovorill, 
Mr. R. L Lillie, Dr. Inge, Mr. and Mrs. 
H. N. CaBtle and ohild, Miss Wing, C. M. 
Cooke, C. A. Cooko, Charles Carter, H. 
Gunn, and R. A. Parkins. There were 
sixteen steerage passengers. 

The cargo consisted of 290 tons, including 
canned meats and fruit. For Victoria there 
were 25 cases meats, 80J cases fruitB, S6 
bags coffee, 84 orates bananas, 105 bunches 
bananas, and 11 bales of skins. The re- 
mainder of tho cargo was for CoaBt and 
Eastern points, including Montreal and New 
York. 

The same todioua wait that was experi- 
enced on tho Arawa's last trip was repeated 
last night, owing to the health officer not 
being handy. Finally, after nearly an 
hour's wait, he appeared, and the examina- 
tion of tho veBBel proving satisfactory a 
olean bill of health was granted. 

Having had information that there was 
likelihood of an Australian embezzler being 
aboard, Chief of Police Sheppard waa down 
on the dock to meet the veBBel with Sergt. 
Walker and two or three constables. Even 
before anyone was allowed on board, Chief 
Sheppard, by a little private confab with one 
of the ship's officers ovor the side, found out 
that Mr. William Eberhard was on the pas- 
senger list, haviDg booked from Honolulu. 
That seemed very satisfactory, as the man 
wanted had, according to police advices, 
after embezzling £1,200 from the firm of 
Henckles, with whom he was employed in 
Sydney, sailed on the Mariposa and dropped 
off at Honolulu. Onto the Warrimoomarched 
the chief behind the health officer. When he 
reached a light haired German gentleman, 
who leaned over the side quietly surveying 
the scene ashore through a pair of gold 
rimmed glasses, tho chief invited him into 
the cabin, and informed him that Fred Boll- 
mann should hove gone on the passenger liBt 
instead of Eberhard. 

That settled it. Bollman owned up, but 
prayed the ohief to let him go, offering him 
first £20 and then £100 for liberty. Thab 
of course would not work, and Mr. Bollman 
was quietly taken ashore, still smoking thab 
companionable cigar, and taken to the lock up. 
The money in his possession did not figure 
up anything like iha missing £1,200. Ho 
had just £125 in gold, and ten shillings in 
silver. He accounted for the balance by 
saying thab the fino gold watch ho wore cost 
£16 ; the chain £6, and that while ashore 
at Suva, Fiji, some £750 waa loat or stolen 
from him. Ab to his troubles, ho refused to 
talk. Chief Sheppard cabled to Sydney 
last night that the capture had been 
effected. 

Among the passengers was Mr. Thomson, 
one of the membera of the Central Queens- 
land Meat Export Co., the biggest cencern 
of the kind in Australasia. Mr. ThomBon 
has come to this country on hia way to 
London, and will thoroughly look into the 
prospects of tho frozen meat trade before 
leaving the Coaat. He wont on to Vancou- 
ver thiB morning, but will return to Victoria 
before going East. Mr. Thomson's com- 
pany ship ."lUO tons of meat a month, beaidos 
canning enormous quantities, the pack for 
July alone being over a mil- 
lion tins. In fact, he said in 
conversation last night that more outlets 
had to bo found for tho big trade of hia com- 
pany and that was the object of his trip. 
Speaking of tho trouble between tho paE- 
toraliata and shearers in Queensland Mr. 
ThomBon said that when ho loft the fighb 
was still on. Aa is already known tho 
Bhourers union objacted to a cut in wages, 
while the paatoralists formed a union of 
their own and started in to hire "scab" 
labor. Then thoro was trouble — intiminda- 
tion — burning of buildings and other forms 
of rovengo being resorted to. The pastoral- 
lBta wcro getting all tho outside labor they 
requirod but the fight is going on as bitterly 
as ovor. 

Mr. Chas. Carter boarded tho stoamor ab 
Honolulu. Ho was a member of the com- 
mission whioh a yoar or moro ago went to 
tho United Statea to 8 ecuro the annexation 
of Hawaii to that country. 

There is not much," said he, " to toll 
you about our country. The Hoy allots have 
given up the contest and oven the ex Queon 
concedes that thoro is no longer hopo of holp 
from the outsido.

Berlin, Sopt. 8. — Emperor William made 
a aonsational speech on Thuraday evening 
at a atato banquet, at which tho King of 
Wurtomberg waa tno principal gueat. Ho 
had previously struck from the liBt of guests 
tho names of Count von Mirbaoh, Count von 
Konitz and Generals Klitzuing and San- 
dim. Tho two latter were subsequently re- 
stored. Emperor William's aot plainly 
markod hia diBploaaure at the attitude of 
tho persona named upon the Agrarian ques- 
tion. Thia is oonfirmed by the faot that 
the Emperor decorated Count von Doenhoff 
yeaterday with the order of tho Red Eagle. 
Count von Doenhoff was oxpellod last May 
from the Conservative Union beoauso he 
voted for the Russo German commercial 
treaty in the Reiohatag. Emperor William 
approved of the Count's notion. 

After the Emperor had toasted tho King 
of Wurtembergand the latter had responded, 
hia Imperial Majesty mado a speech wbioh 
caused the deepest impression. After a few 
words of thanks for his rocoption, Emperor 
William said : 

"When I waa here four years ago I em- 
phasized the fact that in Eistarn Prussia, 
where tho people are ohiefly farmers, you 
must, before all, preaerve and maintain a 
capable peasantry, and that as suoh they 
would be a pillar of support to any mon- 
archy. Hence my constant endeavor, 
whenever the opportunity arises, to foster 
tho welfare and encourage the improve- 
ment of East Prussia. The past four 
grievous years havo weighed upon the 
farmer, and it appears to mo that uuder 
these influences doubt has arisen in regard 
to my promises, as to whether 1 should be 
able to keep them. Nay, I find myaelf 
compelled to observe with a aore^heart that 
in the circles of the nobility Btunding near 
the throne my best intentions aro misunder- 
stood and to a certain extent combatted. 
Nay, more, words of opposition havo boen 
brought to my ears. 

" Gentlemen, the opposition of Prussian 
noblemen to their king is a monstrosity. 
They are justified in forming an opposition 
only when they know tho king to be at thoir 
head. This is a lesson taught by tho story 
of our country. How ofton have my an- 
cestors had to aet thomBolves against mis- 
guided members of that class for the welfare 
of tho whole community. Tho successor of 
him who by his own rights became sover- 
eign duke of Prussia will follow the same 
path aa hia great ancestor has. Once tho 
first king of Prussia said : ' Ex me mca nata 
corona, and as his groat son established hia 
authority, so do I ropresent, like my im- 
perial grandsire, the kingdom by the grace 
of God. 

" I ahull continue in my constant endeav- 
ors, and tho very noxt budgot will afford 
fresh proof of my parental solicitude. Gen- 
tlemon, let us re gird the pressure weighing 
upon us and thotimos through which we aro 
passing in the light of the Christian pro- 
fession in which we havo boon educated, us 
a trial laid upon us by God. Let us pro- 
servo our minds in quietude and 
enduro in patience and firm resolu- 
tion, hoping for better times, and ac- 
cording to the old maxim, ' Noblesse oblige.' 
A atirring ceremony passed before our eyeB 
on Tuesday. Before ua atanda the statue of 
William I., the imperial sword uplifted in 
his right hand, tho symbol of law and ordor. 
It reminds us all of tho arduous struggle 
which laid tho very foundations of our con- 
stitutional and social life. 

" Now, gentlemen, it is to you I this day 
address mysolf. Forward, to fight for reli- 
gion, for morality and for ordor against tho 
parties of revolution. As the ivy, winding 
'tsolf around the oak, beuutifieB with leaves 
and protects when tempests rago, so does the 
Prussian nobility olose round my house. 
May it, and with it tho whole nobility of 
tho German nation, bocome a blight ex- 
ample to those sections of tho populuco 
which aro etill wavering. Let ub enter to- 
gother upon this struggle. Onward with 
God, and dishonor to him who forsikis his 
king. 

' In tho hopo that Eastern Prussia will bo 
tho first province in lino in this battle, I ro- 
ll my glass ond quaff it to prosperity to 
Eastern Pru»aia and hor inhabitants. Three 
checrn for tho province."

The "Sikh's" Experience With n 
Chinese Guuboat— Tone of the 
Japanese Press. 

War Prieps Prevailiuff— Merchantmen 
Sold to Japau— Korea and 
Its People. 




HOUGH Boilicg from 
Yokohama thirty hours 
dvanco of the Em- 
pre»B of China, the 
Northern Paoifio liner 
Sikh (Captain Rowley,) 
which arrived in port 
yesterday, brings not 
uninteresting advices of the war in the 
Orient. Tho files of the Japanese papers 
are orowded with battle reports, all highly 
• colored cf course, and columns upon columns 
of comment on the now famous Kow Shing 
afl'iir. Tho reason given by the Japanese 
commander of the Nuniwa-kan, when asked 
why he fired upon tbe Kow Shing seeing 
that she was flying tho Kritish flag, is now 
given for the first time and ie certainly p?rt- 

Jnent— '' because she was sailing under falao 
cohort; was currying Chinese troops, and had 
been Bold by tho English owners to the 
Chinese government and had been fully paid 
for." Notwithstanding this explanation, 
the buihu puper which gives it publicity au- 
nouncea that the sum of ?7uO,000 has been 
agreed to by the Japanese government as re- 
paration for the oinking of Captain Gals- 
worthy's veBsoi and compensation to those 
dependent upon tho Europeans who lost 
their lives with her. 

Both China and Japan are at tho preaent 
time keenly on the alert for articles contra- 
band of war, and to this faot the delay in 
the arrival of the Sikh here is attributable. 
Though the British Government h»B de- 
clined to consider rice as coming within tho 
definition of articles which may be clasaod 
aa contraband of war, both belligerents 
olaim it to be Eiich, and use every endeavor 
to intercept rice carrying vessels. The Sikh 
was detained at Shanghai by a Chinese gun- 
boat which Bpent half of a week in cruising 
about the Paoifio liner night and day, und 
madn an effort to gain possession of tho 
rice portion of the cargo. The British con- 
sul otj acted, however, and the merchant- 
man was allowed to procoed. All cargo- 
carrying ships are now subjected to threo 
days detention at Shanghai. At this great 
trade contro it is thought extremely improb- 
able that Japan will withdraw trom her 
guarantee to exclude Shanghai from the 
racgo of operations. " If she does," an 
English resident pioturoiquoly renvirks, 
" you will see the British jump into tho 
trouble with both feet." 

Indeed, tho attitude of England and tho 
intentions of Russia are occasioning as much 
anxiouB inquiry and ourious speculation in 
the far East as tho progress of the war 
already instituted. The report is reiterated 
by the Japanese papers of the North that 
Admiral Freomanile has aak«d for the Royal 
Arthur and othor ships of tho Pacific 
squadron (though Admiral Stephenson in a 
brief interview published in the Coj-onist 
yeterday denies that Buoh ia the fact ); and 
tho statement is alao made that the LI.S.S. 
Monterey, Olympia, Boston and Philadelphia 
have been asked for by the commandant of 
the Amerioan fleet in the troubled waters. 
The Baltimore and tho Concord are already 
on the scene, and these, with tho desired 
reinforcements, it is expected, will he found 
quite sufficient for the protection of Ameri- 
can interests in any emergency that may 
arise. 

Both China and Japan continue to pur- 
chase merchant shipping whenever and 
wherever opportunity offers. Among the 
passengers whom tho Sikh brought to Vic- 
toria was Captain McAlpino, late of the P. 
& O. steamer Ismailia, which, with ten 
other large vessels inoluaive of the Mogul, 
has been recently bought by Japan for 
transport service. The Ismailia is a 1,910 
ton, 12 knot ship; she netted her owners 
£35,000, and was disposed of through the 
medium of Japanese merchants, who in turn 
sold to tbe government. The others of the 
fleet of eleven referred to aro tho Benalder, 
the Tartar, and seven of the Blue-tum.el 
line, all British bottoms but one and that a 
German. 

Aa waa to have been expeoted, prices of 
all food commodities in the Orient have 
gone up by leaps and bounds sli ce the in- 
auguration of war, rice being uo preaent 
quoted in Fusan at 12.50 yen per koku. 
Most articles in daily use havo doubled in 
value, and oven more striking ia the differ- 
ence of exchange for Knroon coin. On tho 
4 h of August it waa 100 per cent,; on tho 
5th it had gone up to 220 per cent. The 
aoting Japaneao consul then intervened, 
much to tho disgust of tho Japanese 
broker", an'i extracted a promise from thom 
that t>e pneo ahull not exceed 2,'i0 per cent. 
In 1HS1 IC wont up to 430 per cent. 

Summarized, the voice of the natives of 
Japan when the Sikh left was for the Imme- 
diate destruction of Wei Hai Wei and tho 
occupation of Manchuria afterwards. Thia 
proviuco being the homo of the present dy- 
nasty of China, it is pointed out that its 
possession may bo regurded an of tho utmost 
importance. Oocupition uf Korea ia held to 
he insufficient, for Japan, becauoe China 
would continuo to roll her armies down 
from tho north ; and because " Japan'H dig- 
nity haa been annulled and eho now nquiiea 
tho utter humiliation of her enemy " Id ie 
regrot.table to eeo that iu thoir anxioty to 
urge along the war, a largo portion of the 
Japanese press— of which tho Tokyo Muni- 
chi ia a prominent example— go so far as to 
advise that " in dealing with an enemy like 
the Chinoao tho practises of ohrllUsd war- 
fare need not be rigidly adhorcd to," 

" Tho moat important announcement to- 
day," said tho China Gaeotto of August 2, 
" and by far tho moat significant indication 
of tho deep undercurrents which aro whirl- 
ing ovonts in the Far East no one knows 
whither, iB the news that the m'jBt subtle 
and dangorous influence of all is alroaily 
alert and preparing for complicating a situa- 
tion already serious enough. That Japan 
haa been covertly egged on by KuBai* to 
atart tho flame, which we foar will end in a 
grand conflagration, there is little doubt. 
Tho doapatch of eight Russian warahipa 
with troops on board and under aoaled ur- 
dera from Vlndivoatook, is of infinitely more 
momont to European communities of the 
Far East, especially tho Britiih, than ' a 
more strugglo betwoon Japan and Chiuu. 
Already tho mutteringB of tha Russian proas 
havo ahown un how tho controlling powora 
in Ruaaia are inclined, and wo aro evidently 
not far off from a cinvinaing proof of the 
reality of tho secret recent uudorBtaijding 
betwoon China and Russia which the Brit- 
ish govornmont has refused to beliovo haa an 
existence" 

The London and China Express, in dis- 
cussing tho position of affairs in oorly July, 
aftor tho Chlneso announoemonb that the re- 
bellion in Korea had been put an ond to 



through the efforts of the Chinese Imperial 
troops, commonts as follows ; 

"The Jnpinese have put forward aa thei 
reasons fat refilling to withdraw their troops 
trom Korea, the announcement that the 
disturbances arc not ended, and tho necess- 
ity exists for taking meaaurca to avert a 
recurrence of such events; to thia end they 
have mado certain propositions. The 
Chiuose, by Li Hung-ohang, have also made a 
declaration, put forward, at his requeBf, by 
the Tientsin correspondent of The Times 
Their version of the matter seems logical 
and in accordance with existing treaties. 
China refuses to agree to a joint occupation 
for the carrying out of reforma in the coun- 
try, which, we may remark in parenthesis, 
aro urgently needed in many directions. 
Japan does tho largest foreign trade in the 
country, and her subjects number 10,000, 
against 2,000 Chinese merchants] and others 
in Korea, Wo moy agreo with Japan in 
her desire to push fiscal and other reforms, 
including a more strict interpretation of 
Japan's aotual trading rights, and not those 
which Japanese aomotimea take to them- 
selves. But we have little sympathy with 
her in tho methods she is now apparently 
adopting. 

" We can only ropoat, aa wo have always 
said, Japan will be wise nob to too closely 
interfere with what aro the internal politics 
of the Peninsula kingdom. Her political in- 
terests do not necessitate it, and her active 
interference— the roBult of a traditional 
past, fostered by tho extremely shilly- 
shallying policy adoptod by Chiua, which 
alternately blew hot and cold with a ner- 
vous, uncertain foroe— may only lead to a 
big Lr Eastern question, the development 
of whioh might lead to far-reaching con- 
sequences. Japan haa shown considerable 
tact in the 1885 Tientsin convention and her 
8ub«c queut passive attitude, and we cannot 
think otherwise than that her beat interest* 
will be served by continuing to waive what 
aho considers her ancient right to interfero 
in the internal affairs of the Korean king- 
dom. From her own point of view <ihe will 
bo unwise to provoke a crisis, and so stir 
up tho waters aB to leavo possible profitable 
fishing to Russia. Japan, out of regaid 
solely to her own interests, may held aloof; 
but ahe can urgo on China that she ahou!d 
more completely fulfil tho obligations that 
be incumbent on her, from the position she 
(China) declares belongs to her. She must 
act mora consistently, Bnd if the present 
oloud leads to such a result it will be useful 
to the future, and Japau bo justified in 
what she has done. But any Buatained at- 
tempt to carry out tho policy indicated in 
recent telegrams would give riae to compli- 
cations thac all who havo studied tho prob- 
lem during tho laat few years can clearly 
Bee for themselvea." 

Of interest to all, in view of the import- 
ant place Korea has lately taken in the 
affiira of tho world, aro the following notes 
upon the Hermit Kingdom by Mr. Beau- 
clerk, secretary tf the CbineBo legation at 
Peking. He says : 

" Tho bar to Korean progress consists in 
the entire want, amongst both rulers and 
governed, of the necesBary stimulus to na- 
tional life, othorwise tho elements of pro- 
sperity are not wanting. The physical con- 
dition of the people is good, the soil is rich, 
tbe forests in the north contain valuable 
timber, and the mulberry thrives for the 
silk induBtry. There ia abundance of min- 
eral wealth only awaiting propor exploita- 
tion. The climate is temperate, though the 
winter is rigorous and part of the summer 
very hot. 

" The Japanese, who enjoy the extraor- 
dinary privilege of fishing within the terri- 
torial waters of Korea, make great sums of 
money out of this valuable right. Regis- 
tered boats alone employ G.400 men, and It 
is reported that some 500 boats, with 1,205 
men, are engaged in clandestine fishing. No 
records are kept of native vesaele, which are 
not required to be registered or to take out 
papers. They aro clumsily and poorly con- 
structed with wooden pegs instead of nails, 
and cannot stand a stormy sea. 

" There are no banka or poat offices ; let- 
ters are aent to Seoul (from Fusan) by pri- 
vate messengers on foot, who travel 1,000 li 
(about 333 mileB) in esight days, and are 
paid fli (say £1). The Koreans are un- 
doubtedly a fine race ; the men are stalwart 
and independent ; they possess intelligent 
and expressive faces, small feet and hands, 
and are even-tempered, excepting when ox- 
cited by drink — a not uncommon ooourrence. 

" The eaBt coast of Korea looks from the 
diatance inhospitable and desertod. In all 
its length of 000 milea it affords only four or 
five harborB and there is no navigable river. 
Large ahoala of whaleB aud smaller fiBh are 
frequently seen. A closer view reveals a 
country by no menus desolato ; tho lowlands 
are fertile, and the range of mountains con- 
tains splendid scenery and aniubundance cf 
game, from tigere downwards. The port of 
Yuenaan stands in a Buperb natural harbor, 
covering an haibor of 40 square miles. The 
population of tho town is estimated at 
15,000. 

" The Korean is even more conservative 
than tho Chinese, upon whom ho looUadown 
as a modernized race, whilo ho pridea him- 
self upon ptoserving tho traditlona ond 
habits of the timo of Chen Lung. Aa a 
parallel, one might imagino England (in thu 
place of Ohin») remaining iu the condition 
of tho period of Alfrod the Groat and Ire- 
land (in the place of Korea) adhering to tho 
traditions aud customs of tho first century. 

" The vast natural rcaouicea above men- 
tioned give tho poaaibility of a large increase 
of trade, but the character of tho people do- 
niea the promiae of improvement. Leth- 
argy is the inborn nature of tho Korean ; 
whatever work necessity may prompt him 
to undertake, he will abandon aa aoon ne ho 
haa earned enough for tho present, or tho 
immediate future, and betake himself to 
idleneBB ond erj vympnt, which in hie vo- 
cabulary are praoii.itlly synonymous terms. 
Tho two things abnolucely needful to rouse 
thia pooplo to energy and commercial act- 
ivity are unreatriuied competition in overy 
walk of lifo. aa opposed to tho preaent bane- 
ful Byatem of monopolies, and oeciiro enjoy- 
ment of the fruits of labor and enterprise."

THE TRADE POLICY OF THE OP- 
POSITION. 

Tho Monetary Times of Toronto, which 
favors tariff reform in the direction of free 
trade, is not satisfied with Mr. Laurier's 
position on the trade cjuestion. It meets 
the Leader of the Opposition's declarations 
in favor of reciprocity with the objection 
that must occur to everyone who thinks on 
the question. It is obvious that there are 
two parties to every reeiprooity arrange- 
ment. It ib therefore foolish to plaoe im- 
plicit reliance on what one of the parting 
eays on the subject before it ia known how 
it is regarded by tho other. No matter 
how desirous the dominant party in Canada 
may be for reciprocal trade relations -.vith 
the United States, its wiahea count for noth- 
ing if tho majority of Congresa are opposed 
to reciprocity with Canada, or if tho Ameri- 
cana attach auch conditions to reciprocity ag 
no really loyal Canadian can uocopt. The 
Monotary TimoB saya : 

M. Laurier iB loud in declaring that, an 
betwoou the two, ho ia for the furmor and 
aguinBt tho manufacturer. So that, if he 
Bhould succeed in obtaining power, ho will 
entirely reverse tho policy of tho present 
Government. In his Btrong advocacy of 
reciprocity, ho ia in Borne need of being ro- 
minded that reciprocity ia not freo trode, 
and ia not a thing which ono of tho two 
countries, which must both agree to it bo- 
for it can go into effoat, could of itaolf com- 
mand. Formal reciprocity, Buoh as M. 
Laurior apoaka of, dopouda upon tho possi- 
bility of making an international bargain. 
At preBont, froo trade, und not reciprocity, 
is tho policy of the ruling party at Washing- 
ton. M. Laurier, many think, would do 
better to advocato tariff roform, which he 
will bo ablo to command whenover he be- 
comes Premier. At present ho is in aome 
danger of doparting from tho convention 
programme of his party, whioh appeared to 
bo designed to got out of tho slough of 
an improbable reciprocity. There is good 
reason for doubting the policy of thoBo bida 
for reciprocity aupport that tako tho form 
of a declaration that tho apeakor ia preparad 
to make a troaty in which the Canadian 
manufacturer will bo loft to tako caro of 
himaelf. Tho making of a treaty requires 
tho command of diplomatic ability ; and it 
is surely tho worst of diplomacy to boaBb to 
tho other sido what large ooiicesaions you 
are prepared to mako. 

Thoao who hoar what Mr. Laurior Buys 
about reciprocity ahould always boar in 
mind, that it is not in hia powor or in the 
power of any Canadian Government to give 
this country reciprocity with tho United 
Statos. Reciprocity Is simply a bargain 
and wo all know it takoa two to mako a bar 
gain. Prudont people need not bo told that 
it iu not always wiso in ono of tho parties 
*o a proposed bargain to manifest too much 
oagorness to mako tho arrangement. The 



domandB of the other pavty may rise in pro- 
portion to tho amount of eagerness dis- 
played. It may be said that indifference, 
real or affected, may be good polioy in ar- 
ranging the tonus of a deal between indi- 
viduals but that nations are above resort- 
ing to suoh tacticB— that b«twoen them 
questions aro decided on thoir moritB 
without refereuco to the attitude assumed 
by either parly. If this were, the case, 
nations would havo littlo uae for diplomatists 
who are ready to rcEort to almost any dovico 
to gain or retain uu advantage. There is a 
great doal of human nature about diplomat- 
ists and an unnecessary diepluy of zeal is one 
of the weaknesses they are particularly en- 
joined to guard aeainst. Whether Canada 
can obtain reciprocity depends upon how it 
is regarded by tho Government of tho United 
States and upon tho conditions whioh it may 
impose. 

Mr. Laurier talks pleasantly and plausibly 
about freo trade.but is he in any hotter posi- 
tion to offer tho pooplo of Canada froe trade 
than ho is to promise them reciprocity ! 
With rtgard to reciprocity they must wait 
until thoy find out how the Americans feel 
about it, and with rospoct to freo trade thoy 
will also have to wuit until the domands on 
the revonuo of tho oountry warrant its 
adoption, Mr. Laurier, as our readers havo 
seen, his told his hearers that thoy must not 
talk about freo trade — they must not 
even think about it at present. It ia as 
matters are now iu Canada simply impossi- 
ble. Tho Winnipeg Nor' Wester, which if 
not oxaotly Liberal inclines to Liberalism, ia 
very far from being eatifiod with Mr. 
Laurier's attitude on tho trade question. It 
says : 

Ho (Mr. Laurier) did not soruplo to Bay 
that we wore being robbed by the tariff and 
that ho would right us in that reapoct ; but 
whore he atanda on the freight ratea, which 
are at learn five times more exacting than 
the tariff, it would puzzle the wit of man to 
diaoovor from his speech on Monday night. 
He was good enough to point out that we 
had a way of our own to eacapo from this 
oppression, if there were any, and that waa 
through free trade. He aaid that we had 
got freo lunibor, and down came tho lumber 
ratea ; if we had froe trade in everything 
down would corns tho ratea on everything. 
This was ingenious if nothing else. Hat un- 
fortunately only a few minutea before he 
bud told ua that wo oould not have freo 
trado iu everything for a long time to come ; 
that it could only come gradually, and that 
on some articles of conaumption there could 
never be free trado, as thero would havo to 
be a tax for revenue. 

The people of Canada will not, we think, 
sob a very high value upon offers and prom- 
ises conditioned in this way. Mr. Laurier 
does not know when the United Statea will 
agreo to suoh a reciprocity arrangement as 
Canadians can prudently and loyally enter 
into, and he cannot name the date when it 
will be politic for Canadians to think and 
talk about freo trade with a view to its im- 
mediate adoption. He can give tho country 
no assurance that the presont generation of 
Canadiana Bhall not have pasBed away before 
that time comes. According to hia own ad- 
missions, free trado ia nob within tho aphere 
of practical politics in the Dominion. It iB 
a very nice thing to talk about, but it can- 
not be incorporated into tho polioy of either 
party. 

THE GIANTS OF TO-DA Y. 

The intellectual activity of British atatoa- 
men iB simply marvellous. When it might 
bo supposed that their minds would boBofully 
occupied by the affairs of atato that thoy 
would not havo a moment to spare from 
their oflioial and their parliamentary duties, 
they find time to do important work requir- 
ng deep thought and considerable ro- 
Boaroh. It does not seem to matter to Mr. 
Gladstone whether he is in office or in Op- 
position. He is continually doing work 
other than political, that would task the 
ouorgiea of a man of much more than ordin- 
ary ability. Lord Baaoonafield, though ap- 
parently immersed in politics and the leader 
of a great party, earned distinction at a 
literary man. Lord Derby, while he was 
Prime Minister, wrote a tranalation of 
Homer in hia leisure months. And now we 
havo Lord Salisbury at a critical time, 
when the very existence of the 
order to which ho belongs ia threat- 
ened, appearing before tho assembled 
ientlata of the nation, and roading an 
oluborato and highly finished paper on an 
abstruse subject. Tho paper bIiowb that its 
author must havo read much and thought 
dooply on scientific aubject8. It is u pro 
duction worthy a man of science and ita 
itorary merit is of a very high order 
Thero aro very few men in England who 
could havo written so vivaciously and so 
cloarly on the " Uoaolvod Enigmas " of 
scionco us Lird Salisbury has done in hia 
address boforo tho liritish Association 
When it in remembered that Lord Salisbury 
had for inuny years upon his bhouhlora all 
tho caroa of Btato, and that of Iato his time 
has been oeoupied und his thoughts dis- 
tracted by tho labors, tho anxietioB and tho 
worries of a party lcador, mon of thought 
and intelligence will wonder how he con- 
trived to acquire t!ic scientific k^oviledgu 
and the literary ek ill whioh must bo pns 
scBBod bv the uuthor of tho oasay. Tho in- 
tellectual Btrongth and vigor of tho voteran 
statesman are indeod amazing. 



wholo, ib is reasonable to expeot 
that a now impulao will be given 
to trade by mutual Ioworing of tho barriers 
whioh stood in its way. Lumber will go in- 
to the Republic moro froely: in the greater 
trade, rather than in the increased price, 
Canada will benefit. The reduotion in tho 
duty on barley will increase tho area of bar- 
ley production in Canada. There can be no 
good reason why tho United States cannot 
produce barloy us cheaply us Canada, unless 
it be that i'a soil may have roaohed a great- 
er degree of exhauaf ion ; but thero ia some- 
thing in the quality of tho soil moat Buitablo 
for tho growth of barley, whioh that coun- 
try baa so far linen unable to command. An 
incrouaed domand for our horsoj and Bheep 
will spring up. The smaller products of 
the farm will also paBS over the border more 
froely. Tho Republic may tako a larger 
quantity of potatoes from Canada and leas 
from Europo than in recent yours. Apples, 
for the growth of which this oountry ia 
peculiarly auitod, may 1)3 expected to paaa 
the frontier in increaaed quantities. Eggs 
will ho in bottor demand for the Amerioan 
markot. 



A HERO IN OIVIL LIFE. 

When wo road tho details of tho noblo 
engineer, Jim Root's, ride through the burn- 
ing woods, hia heroism appoars truly won- 
derful. Tho heat from the burning forest 
waa ao intenBo and all tho surroundings bo 
torrific that no fewer than ton men pusaon- 
gors became demented and jumped out of 
tho windowa of tho car into the flimos. 
Singular to rolate, it waa tho women who 
first rooovorod from thoir terror. The Buf- 
ferings of tho little children touched their 
hearts and they dierogurdod thoir own pain 
and their foara to aootho and comfort them. 
But no one man or woman in that train Buf- 
fered moro than tho engineer and fireman 
on whoao fortitude and fidelity tho liven of 
all on the train depended. Tho narrative 
Bays : " Tho heat in tho oab was so intonso 
that EDgineer Root's handa were bliatered 
by taking hold of the throttlo. Hia clothes 
took fire and so did tho clothes of tho fire- 
man. With rare presenco of mind tho fire- 
man jumped into the tank in the tendor and 
extinguished the fire in his own 
clothes, thon with a buokcb he threw 
water on the engineer, putting out the 
(limes in his clothes, and enabling him to 
hang on uutil Skunk Lake was reached. 
. . . Twice Engineer Root toppled from 
his seat — ao fierce waa the heat — and twloe 
did his brave firoman bolater him up. Grit- 
ting hia teoth, the Engineer tried to forget 
tho pain in hia scorched hands and face, and 
pluckily hung on to the throttle and saved 
two hundred lives." The conduotor, Sulli 
van, broko down when tho train arrived at 
the Lake. His mind gave way under the 
droadful strain and he waa found in a dazed 
state wandering about eight miles from the 
Lake. 

Root is suffering terribly from tho fiery 
ordoal which he wont through. He 
badly burned and cut by the broken glaaa of 
tho cab windows. It is foared that he is in- 
jured internally by inhaling tho smoke and 
hot air. When some one told him that ho 
had acted like a hero, his reply was, 
only did my duty." . 



HOW THE TARIFFS WORK. 

This la what tho Toronto Monotary Times 
says about the operation of the revised tar 
ids of the Dominion of Canada and tho 
United States : 

Mutual benefit will result from tho lower- 
ing of tho tarifTa of Canada and tho Uuitod 
States, narrow though tho cut ia on oithor 
side. Thero ia a rough reeiprooity in what 
has been dono, and it is all tho hotter for 
heinc sptmtaneoua. In lowering its tariff, 
tho United States has its own intoreats only 
in viow : incldentully Canada may feel the 
benefit. In tho samo way good will como 
to tho United Statea from similar action by 
our lcgislaturo, Whioh oountry will bono 
fit moat it is Impossiblo to tell with prod 
siou ; but that country whioh haa dono the 
moBt to removo tho Bhacklos from trado will 
not reap tho least benefit. On tho

Three Bchooners, the Aurora, Vera, and 
CaBCO, arrived home from their respective 
sealing cruises laat night. They wero all 
brought in by the tug Lome, which picked 
the Vera up about twonty miles off tho 
Capo in a heavy fog, after having towed tho 
ship Glory of tho Seas to soa. AH threo 
vessels have had very ordinary voyages. 
The Aurora iB diroot from BBhring sea, 
which she left for home on August 21. She 
haB a oatoh of 930 skins all told, including 
241 pelts taken in Bohring Boa. Prior to 
entering the sea, sho had hunted on 
tho Japanese and Coppor island coasts, 
but tho only vessels she Bpoko which have 
not recently been reported are the Mary 
Ellen (on August 10) and tho Siwash 
sohooner Columbia, the day previous, the 
latter with 130 odd skins. Tho Casco brings 
homo the largest cjitch of any of the tMo, 
1,920 skins. Sho has been to the Copper 
Inland coast and tho only accident which 
ocjurred on the entire oruiae happened 
there. The schooner got caught in a heavy 
gale which carried away hor Hying jib. Tho 
Vera which comes from the Japan coast has 
a catch of 1.270 Bkina. The threo Bchooners 
anchored off the outer wharf laat night. 

ARRIVAL OK THE ".SIKH." 

Tho N.P.R. stoamship Sikh, Captain 
Rowley, arrived from China and Japan at 
about 8:30 yeBterdby morning, but was 
obliged to remain iulo at dock until noon 
owing to the non-arrival before that hour of 
Dr. Macnaughton Jones, the Dominion 
quarantine otneor, who came over from the 
William Head station on tho stcamor Gorge. 
Dr. Duncan's clean bill of health of oourse 
could not be aooepted by tho authoritiia 
without the required ofiicial inspection here. 
The Sikh brought 4,000 tone of cargo, of 
which 300 tons will be diacharged here, and 
several passengers, among whom was Capt- 
Kelly of this oity. His sealing schooner, the 
Florence M. Smith, arrived all O K. on the 
Japanoie coast, but on account of the late- 
ness of her arrival she will not come homo 
until lato in tho year. The Sikh had two 
days of rough .weather on the trip acrosB, 
but otherwise the passage was as favorable 
as it was uneventful. Captain Rowley re- 
ports that on hia last trip to Hongkong from 
Yokohama, via Kobe and Moji, ho passed a 
fleet of Japanese men-of-war drawn up in 
four divisions of five veafelB each, apparent- 
ly making for Korea. Their guns wero run 
out, nettings up, and they had every appear- 
ance of having been put in fighting trim. 

THE " WANDERER " CASE. 

The Ottawa correspondent of the Colo- 
nist wired last evening that "Collector 
A. R. Milne's notification to Sir Charlc-' 
Hibbert Tupper that tho schooner Wan- 
derer had been reloaBed was not unex 
pected at the Federal capital, where it was 
considered evident from tho first that the 
U.S. elisors had made a mess of tho affiir."

THE SUMMER PICNIC. 

A Menu Unit Is Healthful, Tivst3' and Crn- 
crally Acceptable to Young People. 
A party of young folk may go out for 
a picnic, and if uo plans have been dis- 
cussed arc liable to find tho baskets well 
supplied with cake and other sweet, 
stuff, but with little substantial food. 
Hero is an old fashioned but acceptable 
menu: 

Sandwiches, deviled eggs, meat or 
chicken, pickles, fruit, cake. Let two 
girls agree to make sandwiches for the 
Whole party, which moaus about 50 thin 
slices of broad and butter for 20 people. 
Two others take sweet cakes, anothei 
provides pickles and a can of lemon juice 
and sugar, all ready to put into watei 
for lemonade. Somebody eliw will make 
two dozen deviled eggs, wrapping each 
ono in tissuo paper and carrying a box 
Of nice crackers or salted wafers to serve 
with them. Tho fruit can bo furnished 
by one or two of tho party, selecting 
whatever is in season. It is much easier 
to prepare enough of any ono thing than 
tho variety usually packed in picnic 
baskets. 

There never was any dainty food mom 
sadly misrepresented than tho ham sand- 
wich. Thick slices of bread or large bis- 
cuits spread with butter and slices of 
cnlcl boiled hum laid batweon are accept- 
able food for hungry mouths, but these 
are not sandwiches, says the Tho House- 
hold, which makes these timely sugges- 
tions: Tho meat should be chipped very 
fine and spread evenly over the surface 
of tho buttered broad, which should be 
cut less than a quarter of an inch thick. 
Potted ham can bo bought for a trifle 
and is very satisfactory with or without 
a mixture of mustard. 

Deviled eggs are simply hard boiled 
eggs neatly cut in two after shells are 
removed, tho yolks taken out and rubbed 
fine in a bowl, adding to tho yolks of 
half a dozen half a teaspoonful of mus- 
tard, a largo tablespdonful of cold ham 
or tongue or any minced cold meat, □ 
tablespoonful of melted butter or olivu 
oil .and salt and pepper to taste. Then 
fill into tho eggs again, put tho halves 
together and roll each one up carefully 
in nice paper, which may bo made more 
attractive looking by cutting into fringe 
at tho ends. It is well to carry some lot- 
tuco loaves to servo them on or gather 
cress at tho picnic spring. If any of the 
mixture is loft, use it for spreading 
sandwiches. Banana sandwiches are 
very nice indeed, and fresh, soft ba- 
nanas are better for tho purpose, as they 
will spread easily. 

Never go to a picnic without a small 
vial of spirits of ammonia for beo stings, 
or camphor in case of accident or faint- 
ing; also take needle, thread, court plas- 
ter, thimble and scissors.

Homemade Soup. 
First try out and strain tho grease. 
This done, moro than half tho work is 
done. The directions for making the 
soap are on every can of pettish. You 
can make hard soap very nice, white 
and hard. Hero is tho recipo: Hard 
soap — empty the contents of tho can of 
potash into a kettle with a quart of cold 
water. Stir it with a spoon or stick. 
Tho lye will dissolve immediately and 
become quite hot. Allow it to cool. 
Now take 6 pounds of clean grease, tal- 
low or lard. Melt it until lukewarm; 
then commence pouring the cold lye 
into tho melted grease gardually in a 
small Ktream until it is thoroughly 
mixed and drops from tho stirrer tho 
thickness of honey. To bo properly done 
tho stirring should continuo for 10 min- 
utes. It is then ready to pour into any 
mold. 

If you will follow this recipo closely, 
you cannot fail in getting nice soap. 
There is also a recipo for soft soap on 
each can of potash. 

A Cheap Sponge Cake. 
Three eggs, 2 tablespoonfnls of water 
and a teacupful of sugar, mix together. 
Ono and a half cups of flour, Steaspoon- 
fuls baking powder and a pinch of salt, 
stirred in quickly. Season with a tea- 
Spoonful of vanilla or juice of half a 
lemon. Bake in three jelly pans in it 
quick oven. Por the filling grate & good 
sized apples, add the grated peel and 
juice of a lemon, a well beaten egg and 
sugar to taste. Boil five minutes and 
spread between tho layers. This is very 
good if eaten fresh.

are peculiar. Why it Bhould bo bo in the 
latter instance, no one soemB to know, for 
the foundation ior first claaa highways is 
equally present in tho city and the country, 
and all that is neodod ia intelligent care on 
the part cf thoBe who have tho mainten- 
ance oi the city thoroughfares in their 
charge. Thia cire is, however, denied and 
when conipl.iint ia mado to the powers that 
bo of strocta that are a continuous disgrace 
to British Columbia's capital, the invariable 
answer ia: 

"We can't do anything in tho direction cf 
street improvement till wo get our sowora 
in ; it would be a mere waBte of the public 
money — and besides, we haven't any funds 
available this year." 

This argument Bounds well but contains 
llttlo merit when looked into. What the 
citizens of Victoria want, and what visitors 
look for, ia not so much asphalt pavements 
from the water front ia Mount Toltnio, but 
tolerably clean streets, minus the thistles, 
■weeds and shrubbery, broken box drains, 
uneven and dangerouB crossings, and accu- 
mulations of foul-smelling filth, which are 
at present characteristic marks of identifi- 
cation. Everybody knows that sowora oan- 
not bo put in the ground without a meisura 
of inconvenience to the public, and no ono 
complains even when greater latitude is 
taken by the sewerage contractora than is 
necessary or justifiable. The sowers are 
notresponBible, however, for the abominable 
condition of streots whose sewering is not 
yet even discussed ; and thistles and bur- 
dock do not grow in profusion eight or ten 
feet under ground where the pipeB are to be 
laid 

la agreeable contrast to the city streets 
are the country roads radiating from Vic- 
toria, and which are the pride of tho resi- 
dents and tho admiration of the passing 
gutBt. Where oau more picturesque or more 
generally well cared for drives be seen ? 
Take what direction one will, as Boon as 
Victoria's boucdary is left behind, one is 
pretty Bute to find a good road. 

Recently thero have been added to the 
district collection of popular drives the 
fine thorough (urea to Oak Bay. The one 
follows the ainuositiea of the coast line from 
Bsacon Hill pai k by way of Clover Point, 
Ross Bay and Foul Bay. As yet the gravel 
is a little soft upon it — for the road iB new — 
but thia winter's rains will settle the top 
dressing and next spring will find the beach 
drive a truly delightful one. The other 
route is that continuing out of Oak Bay 
avenue, a two-and-a-half milo stretch, which 
the city bicyclists have lately taken to in 
preference to tho Hill race course, eo smooth 
and solid is it. 

Everyone knows the excellent condition 
of the roads to Cadboro Bay, Mount Tolmie, 
Gordon Head and Cedar Hill, and all who 
go over them, more especially in tho cool of 
u Bummer evening, must recognize their 
charm. Over Cedar Hill to Cordova Bay ia 
a drive which compares favorably with any 
on the Pacific coast, Smooth as a billiard 
table and hard aa a rock, it winda about the 
hill through loufy arohes, skirting for a mile 
or more the Straits which form tho fore- 
ground of a panoranilo picture, the chief 
features of which are the dark green and 
dull red islands of the San Juan group. 

ThroKgh the Saanioh district, the roads 
were never in hotter condition, except per- 
haps between the Royal Oak and tho city 
where a little hammering down would noc 
be out of order. Around the peninsula no 
fault cm he found with the condition of the 
roads, while both the North and South 
routes are well kept and popular drives. 
Everyone alao knows the Burnside, Gorge 
and Esquimau roads, each with its own 
special attractions, Admiral's Road and the 
road to Goldslreum, The latter is this 
year iu fiiw order, and despite tho con- 
tinuous traffic over it, not cut up in the 
slightest, 

Passing the Col wood junction, tho roads 
get better with every mile, and to all who 
wish to enjoy a delightful drivo or a thirty 
mile spin on tho silent steed, a word of ad- 
vice may not ba out of placa. Continue on 
the main road past the Goldstream turning, 
still keeping to tho left at the forltB.a couple 
of miles beyond, and climbing tho sharp lit- 
tle hill thero found. The next few miles 
load over a beach drive smooth as a race 
track and aa well maintained, through the 
borders of u fragrant forest of pino and be- 
side the blue Straits, Beyond, the distant 
mouutaiua rise in majesty ; while locking 
back, the city ia spreud out oloar and dis- 
tinct in outline The water iB not dosert- 
ed until Albert Head ia reaohed ; then tho 
road w:iidn through acnmfortable communi- 
ty of c itr.iry homes to Motchosin actiool 
house t.r.i\ church. 

If one desires to go further, ho can con- 
tinue hit (rip from here to William Head, 
Rocky Point, Beechor Bay or Sooko, the 
route to each place being in good order 
though recently repaired. Roturuing home 
by Che H ippy Valley road one quickly rea- 
lizes the applicability of tho poetic name. 
The drive is for the most part through a 
leafy wonderland, tho road beiup uniformly 
excellent. Oder Point, Sooko River, Sooke 
hake, and half a dcz-n other inioreating ob- 
j -olive points lie in this direction, und are 
to be reached by good roads. For I ho still 
mora unibiiious horseman or wheelsman, a 
fair.'y good road invites to Nanaimo. After 
the Summit is passed no improvement could 
he asked upon thiB road. 

The city streets, on the other hand, are 
generally iu a condition to which tho word 
"frowzy" applies with peculiar aptness. 
It would appear that this stato of all'iirs 
lias been largely broughb about by tho 
methods purauod by those in ehargo of this 
department of municipal work, A stroll 
through the various thoroughfares of Vic- 
toria leads th-.i most caaual observer to nolo 
tho fact that whatever attontion tho streets 
have l'iceivcd has boen along a narrow line 
in the middle of tho road. Luxuriant cropB 
of waving weeds fringe tho Bides of the 
moat central streots, testifying far more to 
tho fertility of tho soil than to tho care of 
tho streets committee. This can bo seen on 
Pandora avenuo abovo Quadra, on View 
-street, Fort street, and on all the cross 
streets away out toward tho cemetery as far 
as tho oity limits. In thia direction the 
work has apparently ull been done ontirely 
■li the middle o( tho road. 

Awiyon tho other nido of tho oily tho 
OOnditJom are tho same, only in this direc- 
tion oven tho little care otherwise, bestowed 
on the narrow roudway is iu most cases lack- 



ing. Herald street is an example. From 
one end to the other of the ragged, weed 
grown Btreet are holes, hillooks and oobbles 
in variety more picturesque than pleaBing to 
anyone compelled to travel it in a vehicle, 
Further north block after block of waving 
weeds aro bearing seed pods ripe to bursting 
ready to scatter noxt seasons crop abroad. 

In most cases whore tho old sewer con 
Btruation has taken place tho roads aro in 
especially bad shape. The broken stone, 
heavy percentage of which ia in largo and 
jagged lumps, hnojbeon thrown back into the 
middle of the street. Tho slight amount of 
finer material mixed in with theao has set- 
tled down or washed away with dangerouB 
und unsightly results. Auothor lrequont 
cauao of complaint from hoiBa owners is tho 
univ rsal presence of looie cobbles. Tboue aro 
kicking about from ouo ond of the oity to 
the other, rendering any gait boyoud a slow 
walk dangerous, eBpecially after dark. A 
comparatively small outlay would remedy 
thia state of affairB, and romove one of the 
most annoying of tho many bad features of 
Victoria's streets. 

Tho old box drains, now that thoir im- 
mediate use ia rendered no longer necessary, 
have boon allowed to rot and lull iu a* their 
own sweet will. Leaving the old Johnson 
street drain, at which some attempt has 
beou made, but which atill continues to 
spread its noxious odora abroad, thero ia no 
reason why some attention should not bo 
paid to tho smaller affaiis. Those no longer 
used should be cleared out or filled in. 

Coming to the question of sidowalks, the 
difficulty grows oven greater. Protruding 
naila, special friends of the shoe dealers, lie, 
like Italian bandits, in wait for the paBeer- 
by. Narrow and unoven crossings span 
deop trenches, whore a falaostop in tho dark 
would moan sudden doBcont into unsounded 
depths of slime. Loose und rotting plank- 
ing can bo found in all directions, uud the 
whole study appears to be not how muoh 
but how little will enable the sidewalks to 
pass muster. In many caaoa lack of funds 
can acarcoly be pleaded in justification, be- 
cause a tow dollars only would bo needed to 
romody the defects. ThoBe dollars, in some 
instances, could eaaiiy have been saved by 
refusing to make such " grand stand " plays 
as the extension of sidowalks into little-fre- 
quented parts of tho oity to the ncgleot of 
tno largely travellod distriata. 

The first question an observant strangor in 
tho city asks is " Whore is your atroetB 
committee?" The queation will bear re- 
peating until some better solution has boen 
arrived at than tho present condition of 
Viotoria roads and Bidewalka presents. 

VICTOKIA'S WATER SUPT LY. 

To the Editor : — Tho proposed by-law 
for S1")0,000 doeB not show how it ia to bo 
spent. This is a large sum in addition to 
that already borrowed by the present Coun- 
cil, in all over $300,000, and must mako the 
city debt at least SI .">00,000. This is a 
serious matter and promptBone to aak how 
long it will be before the borrowing powers 
of the city are exhausted. The question of 
water supply resolves itself into three heads 
— "quality," "quantity" and "head." 
There have been many fragmentary reports 
on each of these, but I believo none show- 
ing at ouco the capabilities of Elk l = k-j as a 
storage reservoir and tho cost of completing 
the worka. In order to get quality it is 
clear that Baaver lake must bo eithor cleared 
of its poat, or a dam built across the outlet 
of Elk lake; also that the timber and logs be 
removed round the margin of tho same; 
also that the 21 inch main must be extend- 
ed to it, and that, if the dam be raised, tho 
now submerged area must be cleared of fall- 
en timber. 

tfcThe estimated coat of thia work is, ac- 
cording to the report of tho City Engineer in 
April last, §300,9.'t0, which with Bixtoen 
enlarged filter beds would give '2,000,000 
gallons a day. In addition to theao workn, 
undertaken to obtain quality alone, it will 
bo necessary to erect a water tower with hy- 
draulic ram and Beparute pipes, to Bupply 
the higher levels (Oity Engineer's report, 
Docembor, 1S93). No estimate of tho cost 
of this tower is given, but tho City Engi- 
neer says in same report : 

" Tho efficiency of the present arranee- 
ment by a water tower with hydraulic ram 
and Beparato pipes to supply tho higher 
levela, would entail a large additional ex- 
pense, give a less < llicient service, and neces- 
sitate the waste of a large quantity of water, 
whiah would, to the extent of the quantity 
wasted, neutralize the benefit derived from 
an increase of tho atorago capaoiiy of tho 
lake." 

Now, an to quantity, Tho total area of 
the watershed from actual purvey is 2 177 
acres; the area of Elk lake, 451; ratio, 4} to 
1, Epoakiog roughly. With an averago 
rainfall of 30 inchea, and sometimes us low 
as 20 inches, this is altogether inadequate. 
The utmost that can be calculated on in 
average Boasona is 2,000,000 gallons a day. 
What murgin ia there for supplying an in- 
creased population ? 

A few remarks ui to head aro nccosaary. 
The efficient Chief of tho Firo Depart- 
ment, in a report dated August last, saya : 

" On Nov. 17, when the Bowers were 
being flushed, four hydrantB wero used for 
that purpose; tho pressure indicated at tho 
city hall, before tho water was turned on, 
was 43 lbs. per (quire inch; the pressure 
maintained, after the water was turned tjn, 
was 23 lbs per squaro inch; or in other 
words iqual to a head of about 53 feet at the 
city hall. If a similar draft had been made 
in the day time iu summer, when a much 
greater quantity than ordinary domestic 
consumption would bo used for watering 
grounds, otc , the maintained pressure 
would have been duo to u head of about 35 
feot, which for fire protection purposes 
would bo ucelcsB.' 1 

We havo been hitherto wonderfully spared 
from ravages by firo, can wo hope or expect 
to be always eo J A largo firo with a strong 
wind and with tho inadequate pressure 
above mentioned in the water pipe, would 
lcavo tho city at the mercy of tho firo. Who 
is responsible for thia statu of things ? Will 
tho proposed expenditure und the further 
large amount required remedy it? If not 
what should bo none '! Let the question of 
a plentiful supply of good water at a good 
pressure bo faced, not in a potty spirit of 
jealousy! hut in that of tho citizens of 
media vul times who worked honestly, and 
fought haid even, when necessary, for tho 
welfare of the town. 

Tho largo sum bo airily nakod for by the 
council would go a long way towards initiat- 
ing und completing a Bound scheme of water 
supply. Tho syeiem of drainage adopted, 
with the concomitant, automatic flush tanks 
also calls for moro uator.

The Bum proposed to 
bo borrowed, would, last year, have nearly 
sufficed to give the city five million gallons 
a day and a dividend of ovor $25,000 a year 
besides, und us much more water ua might 
bo rtquirod in tho future, hut the proposals 
mado in that direction mot with but scant 
courtesy from tho council. Would it not 
bo in the interests of all concerned to see if 
Bomo settlement of this question for all tin e 
could not bo arrived at btforo tho credit of 
tho oity is hopelossly impaired by foolish 
and unproductive expenditure ?

Dincussed at Great Leut?th in the 
Public Meeting: Last 
Night 



Eastern Analyses- Resolution Passed 
Endorsing the Action of 
the Council 



The interest which the oitizons of Vic- 
toria foel in the vexed question of the city's 
water supply was shown hy ihe large at- 
tendance at the public meeting in the city 
hall last night. It waa a representative 
meeting in every eense of tho word ; the 
leading business men of Victoria were large- 
ly in evidence, and tho discussion was fol- 
lowed with keen interest. 

The meeting was called to order by the 
Mayor. In opening, His Worship briefly 
stated the obj-eot of tho meoting. The 
water of Elk lako had been pronounced "un- 
fit for human ubp," and it wus for thoao pre- 
sent to say whetner the city would continue 
the use ol the water or not, Some 1200 mil- 
lions of gallons of waterwerecontuiued in the 
lake, and during the present season 25 inch- 
es out tf an average of eight feet hud been 
consumed. Tho speaker hritily outlined 
the manner in which the filter beds had betn 
allowed to get in their present condition. It 
was not to be denied that the water at pre- 
sent was bad, but it oould be proven that the 
water could be made good if properly han- 
dled. After reading tho original motion of 
tho council as to what should be done with 
the $150,000; the Mayor referred to the op- 
ponents of the by-laws. 

" Who are thoso who aro decrying the 
city water he asked. Aro they patriotic 
citizens? Pamphlets havo been distributed 
on trains and boats running down the water 
and keeping tourists away from the city. 
Such people have not tho best interests of 
theoity at heart and I think you will show 
them that they are on the wrong track when 
the by-law comes up for votes. 

" As to experts thty are good in their 
plaoe, but do wo need an export to tell ua 
how to build a filter bed, or how to buy a 
water Bhod ? And « hen we como to build a 
worm fence we cm do it without experts." 

Tho Mayor then called on Mr, Carmicnael 
whom he wished to have come forward and 
vindicate himsolf. There had been some 
reflections cast on tho gentleman; no doubt 
he would like to clear tnoao away. 

Mr. Carmicnael stated that he would like 
to hear the o'hor reports before coiug into 
tbo matter. Ho would have something to 
say later on. 

All. Keith-Wilson — We have now in- 
vested in tho water system some §100,000 
Shall wo throw it a«ay ? If the present 
system is capable of supplying good whole- 
Bome water wo bhould stand by the old 
lake. Tho first question is have we enough 
water in tho lake to supply the needs of the 
city, present and future? I maintain that 
we have. The luke has been surveyed, and 
I am in a position to say that we cm supply 
•J00 gallons per head per day to every 
oitizsn. Twenty-two years ago Mr. Bulkley 
wai hired to survey tho country and fix on 
a source of water eupply. He fixed on Elk 
lake as the best of all. 

The speaker then went into figures very 
extensively. The rainfall had been 30 
inches f >r the past 20 years; this would give 
1,169 millions of ga Ions of water. By 
raising tho dam 4 feet it will hold 1,869 
million ga Ions of wutor. This amount 
would give 60 gallohs per day to 85,000 
people. Some further comparative figures 
were given, and tho question tf purity was 
taken up. The only point to bo considered 
was regarding the presence of free ammonia 
and ammonia albuminoids, the only matter 
slid to be deloterious to drinking water. 
The following analysis was then read from 
Dr. R. F. Ruttan of McGill University :

Keith Wilson 
said that reports showod that Elk Lake 
was 30 feet higher than the grounds at

Some comparisons were then made be- 
tween the Elk lake water and simples 
drawn from other sources. A glance at the 
water would show thatThetialakecontained 
5 1.2 times as much aluminoid ammonia us 
Elk lake, and Coldstream has 4 1 2 times 
as much. "Draw your own occlusions," 
said Aid. K ith Wilson. 

Mr. H. Uarmichael wished to be under- 
stood. As a public servant his duty was to 
analyze unytniog which was brought to 
him He had tested samples submitted to 
him w burnt caring ;to know whence they 
come. He had repotted on samples 
but waa willing to tuke the figures of 
tho eastern analysts. These figures 
were twice tho amount in ammonia, albu 
minoids, the objectionablo element, which 
experts gave as sufficient to condemn water 
for human use. Ho hud no doubt if the 
water of Elk lako was properly handled it 
could bo reudorcd good. 

As to filtering, there wero two good Bys 
toma— one of iron tanks, through which the 
wutor waa forced. This might tond to do 
Btroy tho head. Tho other was tho old sand 
and stono system. Broken stone, covered 
with sand, receivod the water. Two beds 
could be made, and one used while the othor 
was being cleaned. Besides tho ammonia 
albuminoids there was a Certain amount of 
soluble vegetable mattor, which should ho 
prooipitated by Bulpha'o of alumina. He 
had always hold that Victoria water could 
bo made good, «r\d did not now wish to say 
otherwise, 

Aid. Dwyer — As tho introducer of the 
by-law, I suppoBO you wish mo to say some- 
thing about what I havo found out about tho 
water BVBtom.

Harris next took the platform and 
suid that while he had not boeu called on to 
speak, ho wished to Bay a few words ou the 
question. " Y T ou are asked," ho said, " to 
spend §150,000 for what ? If you aro going 
to vote for the by-law you — " 

Voice — "Have you ui y intoroBt in the 
E-quimalt company ! ' 

" No, I hove rot, nor have I ever hod 
Nor am I an expert like othor members of 
the council." I am not un export. I am 
hero to oppose tho by-law and don't want 
to see tho ratepayers money thrown away."

Mr. Soaife— "Cun I, though not a rate- 
payer, addrees this meoting? 

Y«s he could. 

"I wish to know if any of tho facts or ex- 
planations, the promise of which caused mo 
to withdraw the resolution put to the meet- 
ing the othor night have been given to- 
night." 

Cries of Vef! Voe!! and No! No!! 

"Well, some Buy yes, and some soy no, 
but I certainly say no. What we want, 
and what vvn have not yet had thtH evening, 
is a definite statement of what is to bo done 
with tho money at-ked for. Will tho 
amount do the work ncc»fsary to make the 
water what it should be? Toll ub what is 
to ho done with tho money *" 

Aid. Keith Wilson. — The filter bada 
will cost §30,000. Would it bo good sonse 
or business to tell these farmers what wo 
are going to pay for tho land? Thut will 
bo a mattor of arbitration. When the 
land ia purchased we will know how much 
it ia arid how much cleaning up there will 
be to do, cxaot figures are impossible. The 
money, if voted, will bo honestly spent. 

Mr. Lewis after a few remarkB read the 
following resolutions : 

"Whcroas the Mayor and Council of tho city 
of Victoria havo advertised a proposed by-law 
10 ho voted on by tho rate-pa) era on tho olov- 
cnth inst'int, authorizing the raising by deben-

"And whoreas tho said by-law does not lay be- 
fore the rato payers any definite schemo of im- 
provement but in liou thereof the city council 
passed tho following resolution which passed 
the city council on tho 30th day of August. 1891. 
Ho water works loan by-law. 

*' Moved by Aid. Dwyer and seconded by 
Aid. Wilson that the proposed improvements 
of tho watc- works shall embrace the follow- 
ing iprovided tho ratepayers assent to tho by- 
law and the loan Is obtained) viz : 

" 1 Placing in filter beds 

"2. Pu- causing at loaBt n portion of tho 
watershed area. 

"3< Clowning around and in tho lakes (Bea- 
ver and Klk lakes). 

" 1, Fencing watershed aroa purchased and 
filter beds 

•' And that tho money obtained from tho 
loin bo cxpendod on tho said works, numbered 
as abovo 1, 2, 3 and 1. Carried. 

Thereforo bo it Resolved— 1. That in the 
opinion of this mooting tho ratepayers 
Btipoort tho proposed by law, and that it 
will effect tho desirod object of an amplo 
and pure supply of water for Victoria."
